Of Life From the 


Storm 


Is Appalling; 


And Loss of Property 


Will Reach Millions 


Details of the Storm That 


Swept Over Two States 


Doing Damage 


Building* Razed to tbe Ground, 


Railroads Crippled and Block- 


aded, Trees Uprooted and 


Devastation Created. 


Marietta, Q., June 26. — A tornado 


Wednesday night swept 
this city 


from end to end and caused the 
greatest consternation. The property 
loss, as nearly as can be estimated, is 
not less than $200,000. The' fine plant 
of the Parkershurg and Marietta lii- 
terurban company is laid fiat, and 
telephone lines are all down. One 
life is known to be lost Probably 20 
persons are 
seriously 
Injured. At 


least 15 houses were blown down and 
the escape of the Inmates from in- 
stant death 
was miraculous, Tbe 


Ohio Valley wagon works plant, one 
of the largest industries, is a mass of 
ruins. 
The Acme brick plant was 


completely demolished, hundreds of 
trees were blown down and streets 
are almost impassable. The path of 
the tornado came lit the lower end 
of the city, taking almost everything 
before it. 


The historic blockhouse and fort. 


which have been preserved as memor- 
ials of the settlement of Marietta In 
1788, are badly- damaged and partially 
destroyed.

Central 
Christian 


church is unrooted and the home of 
Mrs. General Kufus R- Dawcs, mother 
of ex-comptroller of currency Charles 
G. Dawes, is badly damaged, but none 
of the family was hurt. The teats Of

which is holding a street fair here, 
are blown down, and the Ferris wheel 
is wrecked. 


A severe windstorm 
struck 
the 


southern edge of the tov/n of Troy 
and then quickly passed along a path 
that extended east and west through 
Miami county. At Troy a number of 
houses were demolished and one man 
was seriously injured. The most dftfl- 
nite information is that tho destruc- 
tion was confined to property dam- 
age.

culty to the edge of the new critic? of 
Pelee. He went so near that be drop- 
ped pebbles into the \vliite hot mass 
beneath. 


'•Itunuing north and south." says tue 


professor of geolojry and geography, 
"the new crater is :i crevasse expand- 
ing iuto a Innvl. T be crevasse almost 
rifted the moaut«lu. As it runs trans- 
versely to tbe old crater, it might be 
termed a gash. From it volcanic mat- 
ter has been bursting freely. 


"The spectacle gave a conception of 


what is taking place inside the earth. 
Fur below there was a hissiug of 
steam like a thousand locomotives, in- 
terrupted by vioient detonations. The 
output of the crater ivhile we were 
there was steam. No molten matter 
flowed over tbe lip. 


"Observations with the aneroid ba- 


rometer proved that the height of 
Mont Pelee bad not been changed. 
Mont Pelee has erupted no real lava. 
There has been no cataclysm, and 
there have been no serious topograph- 
ical changes. 1 could see down about 
150 or 200 feet but no cinder cone was 
visible. 
I believe, however, that the 


crater is much deeper, and the volca- 
no may continue for some time to be 
quietly active. 


"Our nscent accurately located the 


new crevasse. It determined for cer- 
tainties other points which have been 
enumerated and that Mont Peloe did 
not blow its bead off. While tbe new 
eruption on Martinique was not of 
immediate menace, 
volcanic 
forces 


seem to be on the increase in tbe Car- 
ibbean ros;foti, and their phenomena 
are far from local. 
The connection 


between I-'t'lee und La Sonfriere is 
deep seated. There is a lout: volcanic 
circuit through tbe Caribbean, gulf re- 
gion."

age to the convention of tbe 
National Educational asaocia- 


tlon, whicli will meet thig year at Miu- 
iieapol.'- July 7 to 11. Tbe coming 
convention will be the forty-first ID tbe 
bistory of the associatuui. which is 
the largest ami most intlucntl.il educa- 
tional organization in the world. 


The National Educational association 


is mainly an outsrowth of common 
school Interest.*, but In its progress nil 
classes of educational institutions hav° 
been represeuted in its proceedings, 
and teachers from all ranks have been 
gathered into its membership. 


Many associations of teachers had 


been formed in cities, counties aud 
states before tbe first steps for form. 
ing a national organization were taken 
in l.%7. 
In that year the National 


Teachers' association was .formed at 
rhiladelphin, and in IS70 it was reor- 
ganized under its present name, at tbe 
snnje time including as departments 
tUe American Normal School associa- 
tion and the National Association of 
School Superintendents. 


For many years the association strug- 


gled under many difficulties, but plant- 
ed the seed that was eventually to 
blossom into greater things. 


Previous to 18S4 the annual meetings 


were but sliraly attended, averaging 
only about 200 members. Since then, 
however, there lias been a great awak- 
ening to the vjihip of the association 
to education, and tbe attendance tip to 
1805 was about 0.000, since which time 
It has grown to 10.000 of the foremost 
educators of the country. These con- 
ventions have been a most important 
agency in shaping national educational 
aims and progress. 


There are now eighteen departments 


In the association, and their scope may 
be realized when it is known that they 
cover every important phase of edu- 
cational work. irx'Uidijr-: kimlers'Hrteit 
education, eh'rionfnry. wwi'ndary, high- 
er and
